What should be the foreign jRilicy 
of the United States? That is one 
of the most ti i Hie ult questions, cer­ 
tainly the most delicate, this Con­ 
gress has to answer. 
On a number of occasions, form­

his 
ob­

trality law. At tho present t me 
the Senate Foreign Relations com­ 
mittee is engaged iii holding pub­ 
lic hearings on the subject.

may reasonably expect that before 
many days the question will be 
directly before Congress itself, lf 
and when the question reaches the 
Flour of the Senate iii the form of 
a bill reported by the Foreign Re- 
ations committee, we may also ex­ 
pect somewhat extended and bitter 
debate. And that debate will have 
repercussions in London, Paris, 
Berlin, Rome, W arsaw’, Moscow and 
l'okio and possibly add to the deli- I 
tacy of the international situation.ii 
All seem agreed that the first 
objective is to keep from becoming 
evolved in a foreign war and, at 
the same time, pursue that course 
which will give our people perman­ 
ent safety and security. But how— 
how is that most likely to he ac- 
r 


terpret his testimony correctly, he 
takes the position that the United 
Plates should stop all shipments 
of materials to aggressor nations, 
leaving it to the President to de­ 
termine what nation is an aggres­ 
sor.

tion. During the last few months

Hughes Advises 
Adding Sulphur 
To Garden Plot 


A t this time a good many peo­ 
ple are beginning to make theii 
gardens and most of them will want 
to use some kind of fertilizer. A ft­ 
er testing a number of garden soils, 
Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes states 
that most of the soils are too sweet, 
having received limestone from the 
m ortar used in building construc­ 
tion around the house. 
For a small garden plot, per­ 
haps the addition of two or three 
pounds of .sulphur to each square 
rod will eventually decrease the 
amount of alkalinity in a garden 
soil and be beneficial to the garden. 
H o w e v e r , 
commercial 
sulphur 
should be used instead of high 
priced chemically pure sulphur. 
Most gardens require phosphate 
and potash fertilizers. It would be 
our recommendation that before 
the garden is plowed or spaded, a 
rather heavy application of fertil­ 
izer containing phosphate and pot­ 
ash be applied, with no nitrogen in 
the formula. 
The spading or plowing should 
be done without mixing the fertiliz­ 
er with the soil. This may seem 
strange, but as phosphate is mixed 
with the soil it tends to revert. 
Therefore, if it is in little piles 
all through the soil it is in much 
better condition than when thor­ 
oughly mixed. 
When the crops start to grow, 
for the early crops in particular, a 
few pounds of nitrate of soda may 
I be used. Nitrate of soda is a dang­ 
erous fertilizer and must be used 
with a great deal of care. It should 
be sprinkled very lightly along the 
side of a growing row of veget- 
| ables, preferably after a rain. 
In 
a couple of weeks another appli­ 
cation may be made. 
We suggest that it be used lib­ 
erally on a very small portion of 
one row just to see what happens 
when too much is put on. For all­ 
season crops, where manure has 
been used liberally on the ground, 
nitrate is not so important, al­ 
though a small addition from time 
to time will help out. 
On lawns, nitrate of soda may 
be used with beneficial results. We 
suggest mixing I lh. of nitrate of 
soda in a tub of water and sprink­ 
ling the lawn with a sprinkling can. 
With this sort of mixture a lavrti 
cannot be hurt very much. 
This 
will be especially 
useful in the 
summer time when trying condi­ 
tions are experienced because of 
drought and heat.

If he is in the AAA pro­ 
gram, sugar beets take the same 
classification as general 
soil-de­ 
pleting crops such as oats, soy­ 
beans for seed, barley, etc. They 
do not have the vegetable allot­ 
ment classification. Also the pay­ 
ments under the AAA for that 
acreage will be struck out and the 
sugar beet payments will come 
from the sugar beet section alone. 
The labor payments are slightly 
less than last year and according 
to a statement made by officials of 
the

Shore 
Company, 
the 
transportation of labor will not be 
borne by the farmer. 
There are certain soil building 
practices that go with the sugar 
beet contract. A minimum of 75 
lbs. of plant food must be used on 
the crop per acre. This means that 
if a 2-12-12 fertilizer is used, it 
will require about 300 lbs. of (his 
fertilizer to make up the fertilizer 
requirement.

quirement will be furnished by the 
company and taken out of the pay­ 
ments. 
“ In the use of fertilizer on sugar 
beets,” states Farm Adviser C. A. 
Hughes, “we would suggest that 
a high potash fertilizer be used.

high as phosphate. lr manure has­ 
been used on the field or if a clover 
crop has been grown recently, the 
nitrogen part of the fertilizer need 
not be high or it can be left out.

It is also provided in the contract 
that sugar beets must not be plant­ 
ed on land that had beets the year 
before. 
The question was brought up 
about the ability of the company 
to take beets as fast as they are 
loaded out. Last year was a very 
favorable year for harvesting of 
sugar beets and the company could 
riot take them as fast as the farm ­ 
ers could load them. It was sug­ 
gested in case the weather be fav­ 
orable for the harvesting of beets 
that they could be piled and covered 
with fodder or tarpaulins to keep 
them from drying out, and leaded 
at a time when it would be impos­ 
sible to lift the beets.
